An earlier vote was accepted that 
took in 411,962 acres of the same 
M.D. That means, in all, that a 
total of 595,748 agres in these parts 
will be looking to weather modifi- 
cation services to protect crops 
during the coming growing and 
narvesting season. The scheme will 
start operations sometime in June.

Notes From 0.A. 


By Howard J. Fuicher 

The success in poultry depends 
on the care of the baby chicks. To- 
day the hatcheries supply a very 
good quality of chicks. Factors for 
successful production are first, pro- 
per housing. Brooder houses should 
be well insulated and ventilated. 
Dampnesg or drafts can cause heavy 
losses among young chicks. Chicks 
up to six weeks of age require one- 
half square feet of floor space each. 

The heating is of prime import- 
ance. At two inches from the floor 
he temperature should be 95-100 
degrees F. for the first week. This 
can be decreased five degrees per 
week until a temperature of 65-70 
degrees js reached. Maintain even 
-emperature, Losses will result from 
over or under heating of the chicks. 
Do not have more chicks with a 
brooder stove than the rating of 
the stove. Over-crowding leads to 
poor growth. cannibalism and alsu 
deaths, 

Provide plenty of feeding space 
for chicks. About 2" per chick. 
Sne gallon fountain will be suffi- 
cient for 50 chicks, but when the 
chicks reach six weeks of age these 
feedings and watering facilities 
must be increased. Feed for chicks 
varies with different poultry pro- 
ducers but commercial chick start- 
ers generally prove very satisfac- 
tory 

At about the time the chicks are 
three weeks old, provide low lathe- 


type roosts to start the chicks per- | 
ching. Sanitation is very important. ' 


Have brooder well cleaned, disin- 
fected and heated before chicks ar- 
rive. All feeding equipment should 
be thoroughly cleaned and  disin- 
fected daily. The litter should be 
kept clean and avoid any wet, dirty 
areas, as these are the danger spots 
for disease and parasites. With 
good chicks, careful 
proper feeding, adequate 
success Will be obtained.
